I Reference is made to Bureau letter dated May 6, 1948 regarding 
the meeting on April 22, 1948 between the above captioned individual and 
JACK SOBLE in Paris, Attention is directed to information set out on page 
four of referenced letter wherein SOBLE is reported to have stated that 
he had been replaced in the United States before his departure in January 
1948 by an unnamed individual, and that he had met this individual on one 
occasion on Broadway in New York at which time they had had an argument 
because the unnamed successor stated, "he would: command the parade himself", 
meaning that he intended to give all the orders». 


After the argument on Broadway, the unidentified man complained 
to the "head man", who called in both SOBLE and his unidentified successor 
in order to ascertain the reason for the disagreement, At this conference 
between SOBIE, his successor, and the "head man", the "head man" decided 
that the successor had been wrong in demanding that hé "comnand the parade", 
The unidentified successor to’SOBIE then accused the latter of having 
threatened his life, However, as a result of these differences a new 
Successor was named to take over SOBIE!s position. 


In reviewing the investigation conducted by the New York Office 
during JACK SOBLE!s stay in the United States from the latter part of 1947 
to early 1948 in order possibly’ to identify this first unidentified successor 
to ЗОВТЕ with whom SOBIE argued, it has been ascertained that the following 
individuals met JACK SOBLE in the vicinity of Broadway and are, thorefore, 
possibly suspect as his first successors 


1) HYMAN LITTMAN, SOBLE met this man, who is a Metropolitan 
Life Insurance agent, on numerous occasions in front of the 42nd Street 
Cafeteria at 114 Vest 42nd Street. This cafeteria is located between 6th and 6

7th Avenues on 42nd Street and is approximately one half block cast

2) SEVA NEPUS, SOBIE is known to have mot vith NEPUS at the 
Claridge Hotel located at the corner of Broadway and 44th Street, on one 
occasion, although it is possible that he had other mects with NEPUS at this. 
hotel. NEPUS, it will be recalled, was born in Russia, is a resident of 
Beverly Hills, California, and is in the bristle business. 


3) ESTHER TREBACH RAND, JACK SOBIE met RAND on January 16, 1948 


in front of the offices of tho United Jewish Appeal at 165 "est 46th Stroet 
where RAND is employed, This address is located on the corner of Broadway 
and 46th Street. At this meeting JACOB ALBA“ (YANIK) was prescnt and was 
introduced by SOPIE to RAND. RAND is believed to havo acted as a courier 
for the SOBIE ring. She was born in Russia, is the wife of a known Communist 
Party member, and investigation has reflectcd that the majority of hor con- 
tacts are Communists. 


4) ALICE MARTIN, MARTIN resides at 186 Riverside Drive, two 
blocks vest of Broadway, and SOBIE is known to have visited her at hor home 
on at least one occasion, ALICE MARTIN is known to have boon a member of 
the Communist’ Party. She is believed to be involved in this ring principally 
because first, she was approached by JACK SOBIE te obtain a wifo for 
ALBAM; secondly, sho admitted to an informant that she knew that obtaining 
a wife for ДІВАП was more than a personal matter with SOBIE, and third, she 
has advised an informant that she has had prior dealings with SOBLE, and 
finally, she has discussed with ESTHER RAND the fact that RAND had contacted 
an individual believed to bo SOBLE in Paris. ` 


In addition to the above, SOBLE is known to have contacted the 
LEHMANN TRADING CORPORATION at 2 Broadway, Now York City, for the alloged 
purpose of purchasing bristle machinery for labor Etablissement. SOBIE has 
also, on two occasions, visited the office of FRED BROVERIAN at 79 Wall 
Street, New York City, which is approximatoly three blocks cast of Broadway, 


In addition, SOBIE is known to be’friendly with and to have 
visited on one occasion JOSEPH and TANIA GROSS, who reside at 330 "fest 72nd 
Strect, Now York City, This address is two blocks west of Broadway. TANIA 
GROSS, it is noted, was a witness on SOBLE's naturalization potition and was 
born at Vilkaviskis, Lithuania, from which city the SOBIES also originated, 
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Letter to Director 
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It is to be noted further that JACK SOBIE himself resides 
one-half block west of Broadway on 170th Street, and further that Dr, ROBERT 
SOBIE, the brother of JACK SOBLE, has an office at 41 Tost 72nd Street, Now 
York City, which is in the vicinity of Broadway, and maintains a residence 
at 128 Fort Washington Avenue, which is one block most of Broadway. 


It can be scen from the above that tho majority of JACK бОВТЕ 15 
contacts while ho was in Now York City would logically have taken placc in 
the vicinity of Broadway, 


In viov of the hat the information furnished by JACK SOBLE 
to Confidential аваа bech so meager, any attempt to identify 
his original successor on the basis of his statements thus far must bé, to 

a great extent, speculative, 


Concerning HYMAN LITTMAN, it will be recalled that this individual 
was in contact with МҮВА SOBLE prior to JACK SOBIE!s return to the United 
States on October 31, 1947, These contacts concerned primarily the date of 

ACK SOBIE!s return to the United States, Subsequent to SOBIE!s return, 
LITTUAN had z number of meetings with JACK and MYRA SOBLE on 42nd Street 
between 6th and 7th Avenues, New York City, On occasion JACOB ALBAM accom- 
panied the SOBIES, LITTIAN also contacted JACK SOBLE telephonically at his 
residence and SOBIE in turn contacted LITTMAN at his residence and place of 
employment at 1 DeKalb Avenue, Brooklyn, New York, where LITTMAN is employed 
as a salesman for the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company. | 


According to the files of this company, LITTMAN has been so 
employed since August 20, 1928, These files further reflect that JACK SOBLE 
was sold insurance by LITTIRN on April 11, 1947, It will be noted that 
ІШТТТАМ resides in Brooklyn, New York and that 42nd Street, Manhattan would 
be a central point between LITTMAN's ы of employment and JACK SOBIE !s 
residence. 


Although investigation of LITTM*N has been negative to date, · 
this office will conduct additional investigation.in an effort to show a 
possible connection with Soviet espionage, Th accordance with Bureau instruc- 
tions, efforts will be made to show a connection between EVELYN NEWMAN, 
referred to in referenced letter as a Bee for the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company, and HYMAN LITTHLN, 
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time NEPUS stated that he was residing at the Claridge Hotel, 44th Street 
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Th ТУЕ to SEVA NEPUS, who has been’ identified asta resident 
of Beyaniy Hills, California and a bristle dealer of Mexico City, it will be 
recalled that on January 14, 1948 NEPUS contacted the SOBIE apartment and 
identified himself to INRA SOBIE as lr. NEFUS of Mexico City. He then spoke 
to JACK SOBLE and remarked, "You knew me in Paris,"  SOBIE then recognized 
him as SEVA WEFUS. SOPIE was anxious to see NEPUS, who stated that he was 
leaving for Chicago on the following morning and promised to telephone 
SOBLE as soon as he returned to New York, 


On January 17, 1948 NEPUS again contacted JACK SOBLE, at which 


and Broadway, New York City, SOBLE again revealed his eagerness to meet 
with NEPUS and they agreed that NEPUS would telephone SOBIE the’ following 
morning at eleven o'clock. The records of this office, however, failed to 
reveal that NEPUS again; contacted SOBIE. 

On January 23, 1948 BORIS SOBLE of Mohtreal, Canada, the brother 
of JACK SOBIE, who was then at the office of FRED: BROVERTIAN, spoke with 
ARTHUR A. REICHMANN of 243 Orianna Street, Philadelphia, a bristle dealer, 
who inquired of BORIS if he were the same SOBIE that he, REICHMANN, had met 
in the hotel at New York City and the brother of the SOBIE in Canada, BORIS 
stated that l3 himself was-the SOBIE from Canada and REICHMANN remarked. that 
he had met a few members of BORIS SOBIE!s family at the wedding of BORIS! 


. daughters BORIS then inquired of REICHANN whether he knew where SEVA NEPUS 


was staying in New York City. REICHMANN remarked that NEPUS was staying at 
the Claridge Hotel’ and that it was at this hotel that he had met JACK SOBIE 
a few days before, - REICHMANN inquired of BORIS how he happened to know. 
about him (NEPUS) but apparently BORIS did not understand the question and 
did not answer, 299918 stated he would try to reach NEPUS at the Claridge 
Hote 1 . 


From the above it will be scen that JACK SOBIE, SEVA NEPUS and 
REICH ANN apparently conferred at the Claridge Hotel in New York. |. .

In view of the fact that SEVA NEPUS must be considered as a

correspondence, Further investigation will be conducted in an attempt to 
definitely identify this brothers The other brother of JACOB ALBAM, reforred 
to as a voalthy New York manufacturer, is undoubtedly SOLOMON ALBAM, of 
43-15 46th Street, Sunnyside, Long Island, who is known to be a partner in 
the Hudson Tea and Spice Company of New York City, 


With regard to statements made by JACK SOBIE to[ — |] b7D 
regarding ALFRED К; STERN, and particularly with respect to STERN !s alleged 
contribütion of 25,000 to a "Theoretical Communist Magazinet, a check of the 
. indioos and of the various confidential informants of the New York Division 
in Communist matters was made with negative results, regarding the title 
"Thoorotical Communist Magazine". However, in this regard the publication 
"Political Affairs is generally known as being a theoretical publication of 
the Communist Party,-and in fact, the magazine "Political Affairs", states 
on its title page that it is a magazine devoted to the theory and practice 
of Marxism-Leninism.

to August, 1945, served as Third and later as Second | 
Secretary of the Soviet Embassy in Washington, De Ce, E 

during which time he vas known as VASSILI ZUBILIN. Zarubin has been т 
known to be an extremely important official of the MGB who has been 
identified as having served as the top Soviet undercover agent іп бег- $ 
many after 1933, during which time he used the cover name "RUDOLPH". In 
1937 and 1938 he was active in the NKVD purge of the Red Army Intelli- 

gence under the name "PETER", During his operations in the United Б 
States from 19l2 until 1911 he also used the cover namo "COOPER", 


According to Confidential Informant T-5, BORIS J¡ORROS , 
a Hollywood motion picture producer was recruited by ZARUBIN for Soviot 
Intelligence work, ZARUBIN assisted MORROS! fathcr to leave the USSR 
and enter the United States, According to arrangements made MORROS was to : 
allow the BORIS MORROS MUSIC CO., operated by him, to be utilized as a 
cover for Soviet Intelligence agents, By agreement MORROS as to train 
an individual in the business who thereafter would direct the activitics 
of the agents attached to the company, 


In December 1943 ZARUBIN and LIORROS met with ALFRED 
K, and ПАНТНА DODD STERN of Now York, At this time STERN invested 
$130,000 in the music company and was mado vice president. According to 
Т-5 some action ves taken by MORROS to teach STERN tho business although 
ifORROS has indicated that there were no Soviet Intelligence agents attached 
to the company and that the company was never used for Sovict Intelligence. 
Іп 1944 ZARUBIN told :IORROS he. wes leaving the country and turned MORROS 
over to JACK SOBLE of New York, who was to bo ZARUBIN!S successor in 
handling MORROS. According to the informant, MORROS, SOBLE and STSRN мего 
unable to agree reletive to thc operation of the business, and in 1915 
HORROS sold the business to an individual not connected, so far as is 
known, with Sovict Intelligence, Prior to that time :IORROS had returned 
$100,000 to STERN by agreeneont, Subsequent to 1945 MORROS had several 
meetings with JACK SOBLE, tho last meeting being in the Fall of 1917. 
At this meeting SOBLE indicetcd thet HORROS would bo givon an assignment

ROBERT SOBLE is presently in New York 
City while JACK SOBLE is presently in Europe having left the United 
States on January 27, 1946. The date of his return from Europo is 
not known, 

Confidential Informant T-6 advised.that on April 
22, 1948, BORIS (00805 int JACK SOBIE in Paris, France, at which tine 
SOBIE told MORXOS that he (SOBLE) had been replaced in the United 
States, indicating that there vere tuo who had been considorod, 
According to the informant SOBLE stated that the first individual in- 
tended for the job had been replaced before SOBLE loft the United 
States in January 1910. This individual, whose nane was nct исп 1 опед, 
net SOBLE on one occasion on Broadway, at which tiro they nad an argu- 
nent when ho stated that he "would comand the parade hinself" reaning 
that he intended t» give all the orders. SOBLE stated that this ne 
vas later replaced by anothor individual whom he describec as toing 
distinguished looking, with grey hair, and who had recentl: arrived 
fron Franco on a tourist visa. (It is noted that JACOB ALBANS hair 
is strcakod with gray and tit ho entered the United States on Scp- 
Болрст 16, 1947, traveling on a visitor's visa issucd at Poris, France, 
on July 23, 1917). 


According to T-6 SOBLE told .IORROS he was instructed to 
reko arrangements so that this individual could marry an Ancrican girl 
in order to become an American citizen and stay in the United Str buSe 
After about twenty attempts and with the assistance of his sister in 
Canada, he found a college graduate with whom this man fell in love 
and whom he will cither marry soon or probably has already rarricd. 

(It is noted that on April 30, 1948, J.COB ALBA marricd BILHA. KAP- 
Lali who is reported to be a graduate of Columbia University ала whan 
hc not through the offorts of ANNA CHAZEN, sister of JACK SOBIE, whose 
residunce is in !iontreal, Canada). According to tho infornont thc 

date ¡ay 26, 1948, was also enti поа by SOBLE elthougn it was not 
kaam whethcr this was indicated as tho date of the marriage or date 

of the nan!s return from Franco for a permanent visa, SODE 8182 
stated that this individual speaks perfect French. (It is notcd JACOB 
LLEI left Wow York City for Fresco оп jay 26, 1948, with the intention 
49 huediately return t» tho United States on a permanent basis), He 
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does not consider the individual overly bright or intelligent, stating 
that the individual is supposed not to understand Russian but that once 
at a party he became drunk and began speaking Russian to several com- 
radese (It is noted that Confidential Informant Т-1 has indicated that 
АТВАП frequently speaks Russian, Further, according to Immigration & 
Naturalization records ALBA can speak and read French), 


MORROS, according to the informant, is of the opinion 
that SOBLE was trying to create the impression that the entire organiza- 
tion is inferior or declining now that he, SOBLE, is no longer in charge 
there. SOBLE also informed that this individual has a brother who is a 
wealthy manufacturer in New York, but that this brother is unaware of 
his political activities. (It is noted that JACOB ALBAM'S brother, 
SOLOMON ALBAM, is associated with the HUDSON TEA & SPICE CO., Brooklyn, 
N.Y.). SOBLE further indicated that this individuel, who is to replace 
him in the United States, has a second brother who was in the United 
States in 1935 acting as a Russian agent but that he became careless and 
deposited some of the money ($3,000) in an account set up for him by the 
wealthy brother. The fate of the second brother was undisclosed, but 
presumably ne is not now active in the United States, (The second brother 
has not been identified. However, it is noted that JACOB ALBAM and 
SOLOMON ALBAIN have received mail from C. Н. ALBAM, 46 Shalomalejchem, Tel 
Aviv, Palestine.) 


Confidential Informant T-15 advised that when JACK SOBLE 
met BORIS MORROS in Paris, France, during May, 1918, SOBLE identified his 
successor in the United States by neme as JACOB ALBAN and indicated that 
ALB&4 would attempt to return to the United States under the quota as the 
husband of a U. Se citizen. He also indicated that after ALBAM arrived, 
his (Albam's) wife would wire the American Embassy in France in an effort 
to obtain a quota visa for him, 


Confidential . Informant T-16 advised that in the early part 
of June, 1948, ALRAM was in Paris and had been in contact with SOBIE and 
LORROS e 


PREVIOUS LCTIVITIES OF JACOB ALBA”! 


Investigation of JACOB ALBAM was originally conducted in 
conr_stion with an investigation of JACK and WYRA SOBLE, it being noted 
that ;ACK SOBLE is frequently referred to as LBRASHA. Не entered the 
investigation of JACK and ҮКА SOBLE on September 1h, 1947, when Confi- 
dential Informant Т-1 advised that IRA SOBLE, in a conversation with 
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“а MILLNER, sister of DR. ROBERT SOBLE'S wife DINA, who was visiting 


inthe Dr. Sokle residence her home being in Capetown, South Africa, 

advised that ABRASHA\(JACK SOBLE) who was then in France, had written 

that YANIK (JACOB ALBAM) would arrive on the following day aboard the 

SS. Queen Elizabeth. HYRA continued that they (apparently referring to 
JACOB ALBAM and JACK SOBLE) had been together all the time, LIZA then 

pointed out that YANIK would probably go straight to his relatives. 


On September 17, 1947, LIZA MILLNER contacted MYRA ЗОВЕ, 
advising that YANIK, together with his brother SOLOMON ALBAM, would 
be at the DR. ROBERT SOBLE residence,. 128 Ft Washington Ave., New York 
City, at 9 p.m. on that date. She advised that, YANIK and his brother

Á physical surveillance raflected that JACOB ALBAM and his 
brother and sister-in-law SOLOMON and REBECCA ALBAM as well as MYRA 
SOBLE, were at the home of DRE, ROBERT SOBLE on the evening of September 
17, 1947. On September 18, 1917, SOLOMON ALBAM was surveilled to 2nd 
Avenue & 6th Street, Brooklyn, N.Y., where he entered 201 h6th St., 
Brooklyn. YANIK, REBECCA and a woman believed to be Mrs, MARTIN SOKOLOFF 
307 North Division St., Peekskill, N.Y. were surveilled from h3-15 6th 
St., Long Island City, to MACY'S department store, It ist noted that 
Mrs. MARTIN SOKOLOFF, whose first name ig VIVIAN, is the daughter of 
REBECCA ALBAM. a 


N On September 20, 1947, Confidential Informant T-1 advised 
that MANIA WOLSTON (Jack Soblets sister) іп conversation with MYRA 
SOBLE, described Rebecca Albam as an old\school mate and indicated that 
SOLOMON ALBAM was formerly married to one\CHAVA GINSBERG (ph). However, 


‚ it is noted the informant may be in error this respect inasmuch as it 7 


was later learned that JACOB ALBAM was formerly married to a CHAVA 
WINDSBERG.

On November 2h, 1947, Confidentiel Informant T-1 
advised thet the subject, who was then at the JACK SOBIE residence, ый 
630 TT. 170th Sto, New York City, contacted the sister-in-law sREBECCA š 
SOBA, advising hor he would depart the following Saturday, He 
stated he had been given a guarantee and had been told there are 
"plenty of potatoes thero" and he felt that he would be able to organ- 
ize both factories, returning in three weeks, At any rate, he would be 
paid for four weeks, It is not known whether subject using tho phrase, 
"plenty of potatoes" referred to money or actually referred to pota- 
tocs, 


Subsequent to this date Confidential Informant Т-1 
advised that the subject continued in close contact with TIRA SOBL® as 
well as JACK SOBLE until the latter left for Europe on January 27, 
1948. The informant was able to state however, that most of these 
contacts were largely for the purpose of arranging meetings at the 
residence of LYRA SOBLE.

seen the woman and that she is allright. YANIK inquired as to the 
woman's identity and Dr. Soble replied that LIZA would describe the 
woman. to him and pointed out that the woman is a member of an 
intellectual group, DR, SOBLE further suggested that a meeting 
between the subject and the woman could be arranged in YANTK!S 
brother's home, and that the woman has been advised of the circum- 
stances so that it is not a secret. LIZA MILLMZR then spoke with 
tne subject and advised that she has in the United States, a rela- 
tive of her husband who is a nice girl, not a beauty, not very 
young, but about her own age. The woman is single and had stated 
some time ago that sho would not object to getting married. LIZA 
stated that she had contacted tho woman on this date and had men- 
tioned YANIK stating that Yanik is in transit and is interosted in 
meeting a girl.
